REGULAR MEETING 


on Tuesday evening last the mem- 
pers of Menlo Park’s City Council held 
a regular meeting with a full board 


present. 


Two bids were received for auditing 


the book of the city, Gus Deickman 


offering to do the work for $85, while 


Robert E. Hammond of Atherton was 
willing to take on the job for $80. No 
action was taken in the matter. 


A length communication signed by 


'* . number of the residents of the Ori- 


ental quarter of the city was read. It 
charged officer Ed Feeley had ordered 
a number of the Chinese to leave town 
or go to work, and that he was con- 
tinually watching them. Those sign- 
ing the communicatton stated that 
they had money in the bank and were 
employed as cooks or gardeners but 
that they found it had to get work at 
all times, the same as the white resi- 
dents of the community. 


Councilman Dale insisted that some 
action be taken in the matter at once 
and after discussion, Officer Feeley 
was ordered to appear before the 
poard at the meeting to be held on 
June 11 to be questioned in regard to 
the matter. 

The resignation of Officer Joe 
Walsh was accepted and Bert Herring 
was appointed to fill the vacancy thus 
made. Dale and Weeden refused to 
yote on the confirmation of the ap- 
pointment stating that the third man 
was not needed. 

J. J. Harcom, Frank Campbell and 
Frank R. Cain, who had been appoint- 
ed to investigate the blind streets and 
report back to the Council, made a 
lengthy report on the matter. Har- 
com said that it would be well for 
the board to adopt a resolution of in- 
tention thereby preserving the rights 
of the city in that any 1tmprovements 
made thereafter would not be a charge 
against the city in the event of the 
opering of the streets. Frank Cain 
made a statement showing a very care 
ful study of the matter. He stated that 
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the expense conected with the opening 


of the streets would be comparatively | 7 


small, not more than 20 cents per foot 
of frontage..After the Passage of the 
resolution of intention he said that 
condemnation proceedings could and 
should be started at once and the work 
begun as soon as possible. City At- 
torney Whitworth agreed with Cain 
and said he would get to work on the 
matter at once. A resolution was pre- 
pared and the city engineer directed 
to prepare the necessary maps of the 
area affected. It is that that it will 
take six month or a little more to 
complete the work. 


On motion of Blake seconded by 
Walker, the Chief of oPlice was direct- 
ed to purchase a Ford automobile for 
{the Police Department at a cost of 
$650. Weeden and Dale voted No. A 
resolution was then adopted allowing 
the department $35 a month for the 
up-keep and repair of their motor ve- 
hicles. 

The new police ordinance as amend- 
ed was adopted, fixing the salary of 
the chief at $200 a month and permit- 
ting him to select a number of assist- 
ants not to exceed six at a salary of 


$150 a month. Dale and Weeden voted 
no. 


At the request of Fred Nessler, local 
merchant, who addressed the board, 
the ordinance regulating the use of 
explosives within the city limits was 
modified so that the use of harmless 
fire crackers and explosives could be 
sold by the merchants in town for 
July 4th. 

The resignation of City Treasurer J. 
W. Ryan was accepted and C. H. 
Parks was appointed to fill the place. 

Councilman Weeden, who has been 
investigating the lighting situation, 
was given more time He suggests 
that the city take over the lighting of 
its streets and the city attorney was 
ordered to look ino the matter.. Mayor 
Ellis suggested that all electric and 
telephone wires in the city be placed 
under ground, thus apolishing the un- 
sightly poles along the main thoro- 
fares and the matter was referred to 
the attorney to report later. 

At this point Dale rose and in a 
very aggressive manner demanded to 
know why the chief of police was not

In further development of 
his statement, he pointed out that pri- 
vate interests would have to pay taxes, 
which would be considerable; they 
would have to pay a higher rate on 
bonds; there would be no $150,000 do- 
nation, which would save the city $11,- 
500 in interest and kindred charges; 
and it is highly unlikely that in a pri- 
vate institution there would be endow- 
ed beds. Attention was called to the 
recently made offer of Mrs Louis Stenr 
to bear the cost of a bed in the new 
hospital in excess of $2 a day.

Legislatives 


One thousand one hundred bills 
have been sent to Governor Young 
by the state legislature. Now that the 
sessions are over 2 brief summary of 
the work of our law making body may 
interest us. Political evolution in a 
dynamic society makes constant legis- 
lation necesary to solve the problems 
caused by the growth of population, 
scientific descovery, mechanical invent- 
ions, and the development of business 
and industry. 

The new laws concern nearly every 
phase of human activity from the re- 
organization of state government with 
four new departments to an old age 
pension plan. New tax laws have been 
added. Workmen’s Compensation 
benefits were raised from $20.83 to $25. 
Many laws concerning bridges and 
highways were passed, including the 
centralization of the state motor pa- 
trol,, penalization of pedestrians, and 
the requirement that speed cops use 
motorcycles or cars of a distinctive 
color. 

The creation of a tommission of 9 


to investigate the needs for a new 
Staie constitution was another im- 
portant achievement. Slander over the 
radio was made criminal. Attempts 
to repeal the “Gin-Marriage” law fail- 
ed. The appropriation of money for 
a new Women’s Prison and a new 
penitentiary for men was arranged. 
The establishment of an intermediary 
prison was authorized. 

Various educational laws were pro- 
posed. The county unit plan was de- 
feated, the school laws were codified, 
and a special commission to make a 
survey of the state school was created 
Teacher tenure and retirment prob- 
lems came up for discussion. 

Even this brief outline will show 
that the legislature has been busy. 
Governor Young has been carefully 
working for a more efficient and ef- 
fective state government. While we 
have observed no sudden over night 
changes we have seen much careful 


and constructive effort in promoting 
the ocmmon good of the citizens of 
California.
